Untrained men enlisted now could not be ready for bat- 
tle until next June whereas 8,000 sufficiently trained draf- 
tees could be in the battle areas by Jan. 15. 

In his first statement outlining some of the reasons for | 
his resignation from the cabinet, Col. Ralston said there might | 
be some misconception in the public mind as a result of Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King’s reinforcement speech last Wed- 
nesday. 


Must Remove Any Misconception 


“Reluctant as I have been and am to engage in any public 
controversy in this matter at this time, I am obliged in fair- 
ness to the public as well as myself not to permit any possible 
misconception of what I reported,” he said. 


He agreed with Mr. King there were just about enough 
infantry reinforcements in the battle areas to bring units up 
to strength but there was not a sufficient backlog or pool 
from which to meet any unexpected increase in casualties 
in a particular engagement. 


He found the pools “so depleted as not to ensure the | 
prompt replacement of casualties.” He said the estimate of 
the casualties was made on the basis of experience already 
gained and on the probable intensity of activity up to ‘Janu- 
ary “as indicated by oux commanders in the field and con- 
curred in by the British higher command in each theatre”

In making the estimate full 
allowance was made for volunteer 
infantry reinforcements which 
would be counted on and he said 
he realized “that the need which 
had arisen could not be met by 
enlisting untrained men. In the 
ordinary course, an untrained 
man enlisted now would not be 
ready for battle until next June.”

OTTAWA, Nov. 13—(CP)-—Col. 
J. L. Ralston, in a statement last 
night on his reinforcement views, 
revealed that Prime Minister Mac- 
kenzie King had asked for his 
resignation. | 

He quoted a_ section of Mr. 
King’s Wednesday speech in 
which the prime minister said he | 
realized that unless the Colonel's 
views were accepted his resigna- 
tion would follow. | 

Col. Ralston said last night: 
“On this point, it is quite true that 
I had stated that I would have to | 
resign if my recommendation 
(that drafted men be sent over- 
seas) were not accepted.” 

He had understood government 
policy to be that if the draftees 
were needed overseas and volun- 
teers were not available the draft- 
ees would be sent. 


“My recommendation was not 
accepted, nor could I get any as- | 
surance that the government as 
a whole considered that the 
prime minister's speeches com- 
mitted the government to this 
course, 


“Under these conditions, and as 
requested by the prime minister, 
I at once tendered by resigna- 
tion as minister of national de- 
fence.” 

When he announced Gen, Me- 
Naughton had succeeded Col, 
Ralston, Mr. King told newsmen 
the colonel’s resignation had been 
a verbal one.

BACKLOG INADEQUATE

casualties in a particular engage- 
ment, 

Such pools supplement the cur-

ESTIMATES NECESSARY

sity of activity up to January 1945,

Counting Losses 


If Marshal Stalin's figures 
the enemy has lost 8,590,000 men in the 
war on the eastern front. The figures seem 
high, considering the additional enemy 
losses elsewhere, It is difficult to imagine 
that boys and old men are holding the Nazi 
lines in Prussia, in Italy and in Holland; yet 
there cannot be many Germans left of mili- 
tary age and fitness if the losses have been 
as heavy as supposed, 

Whatever these may have been, the im- 
portant fact is that the weight of numbers 
is decidedly on the side of the Allies, and 
that the three-way pressure can be kept up 
until the enemy resisstance breaks down, 
In France, in Belgium, in Italy, in Greece, in 
Poland, and elsewhere, great numbers of 
men have been liberated who will in due 
time reinforce the Allied armies; while the 
Fuehrer must find his replacements exclu- 
sively inside his shrunken Reich, 

Exact figures as to the enemy man- 
power cannot be obtained, and there may 
be errors in counting up the losses he has 
sustained. What is certain is that his man- 
power is dwindling and has already suf- 
fered enormous curtailment—even allow- 
ing for the million young Germans who, it 
is said, reach military age every year.
